curtailed, if not entirely stopped, un*, 
Ul January, when the new Cuban sugar 
will be available, has been issued by 
Herbert C. Hoover, the food adm in!* 
frater. 
Reports were received from New 
York and other large cities that, as a 
result of the sugar famine consumers 
were offering 25 cents a pound for 
sugar. Mr. Hoover asserted that such 
individuals and the retailers accepting 
such offers were forgetting the best inn 
terests of the United State*. 
Hoard­ 
ers of sugar, it was pointed out, were 
hampering the w ar program. 
Attention has been called by the 
food administration to the fact that 
the shortage will he only temporary 
and that conservation will make it pos­ 
sible to handle the situation without 
reducing the per copita consumption 
to anything like that In England or 
France. 
The food adm inistration Is 
convinced that consumers will
